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DIVERSITY OF LANGUAGES. 


Bet perhaps it will bo said, supposing even languages to 
have been originally contrived and constructed without any 
method, eter, or aystem by maa hunself, would it not be 
possible that they shouid afterward bo subjected to revision 
and remodeling, and that m (his way they shontd be made to 
assumo that aysteniatio form which they are now seen to 
have? 1 answer nos ho moro than it would be possible after 
a city had been bilt upon etouked snd irengular streets (as 
Boston, for Stance) t have these streets alterward made per- 
fectly stitit, anid at right angles to one another, And for 
the seme resson , the language is already in existence as well 
5 the city, with all its irregularity and want of system, and 
is nol in its naturo capable of bemg reduced to “a system. 
And as it would be easier to make a new oity ma wow spot, with 
streets at right angles and upon right lines, than to make an al- 
terabon im Boston which should give the streets there such a 
direction and shape, so i} would be easier for a community 0 
make an entire new language out of new materials than to re- 
duce an eh] one to a system. And this, | conceive, it would 
be unpossible for them to do; and even if it were possible, 
it woul! be impossible to prevail upon a people to cast off 


an old language and learn a new one, even supposing they 
were capable of domg it, which I conceive they ore not. 
For ] do not believe the human mind is capable ‘at once of 
contriving a complete system of language. 

Uf these remarks are true, it will follow that the diferent 
languages in existence, which are said to be entirely dissim- 
ilar in their structure and features, and bear no appearance of 
haviag proceeted fram what may be called a mother tongue 
(as is stated to be the case with the Hebrew, the Greek, and 
perhaps the Latin, by some philologists who have examined 


these languages, and perhaps other languages not mentioned 
by ther), must have heen originally produced by the exertion of 
Divine power and wisdom, and probably originated atthe ime 
mentioned in Genesis, viz., at the building of the Tower of 
Babel [do not mean precisely in the form in which they 
now exist, but as distinct languages, beilt upon a regular sys- 
tem, which may perhaps have since been remodeled and re- 
cervel additions and alterations (some of which may have 
been the transfer of words from one language to another in a 
little different shape) by the aid of buman invention to adapt 
them to the changing conditon and character of mankind, 
but still retaining their main features and origina] structure. 
ln other words, [ conceive the formation of any thing like 
a system of language ts something to which human capacity 
15 in itself inadequate, and can be nothing more nor less than 
a meracte or act of supernatural power. And that the casting 
eff of on old, combrous, ant” untos Taf Ua, aede 
substitution of a new, philosophical, and systematic one tn its 
place, whether immediately or by degrees, is something 
which in the nature of things could not take place by human 


means or agency alone 

If it be asked why this confusion of tongues or creation of 
different languages did not take place at-an earlier. period of 
the world, | answer, that it is probable that the language 
existing among men up to that time, undigested as tt might be, 
was suficient for their wants, bnt that the Deity availed 
himself of this occasion to give them new and diverse systems 
of language because they had arrived at that stage of intel- 
improvement to stand im need of more perfect lan- 
guages than iad hitherto used. And because also these 
new systems could not have been received and used before, 
inasmuch as they were formed with reference to a much 
larger stock af ideas than had hitherto existed among man- 
J, and so also would have been inapplicable to their condi- 
tion, and also unintelligitte by them. 

But st ths period of the world, when the race of mankind

had multiplied so greatly,
